AFTER ELECTION. 

The election is over. A long, and tedious, and 
latterly drizzling campaign has come to its end. 
General Grant is re-elected. His luck appears 
to be not yet exhausted. He is President for 
four years to come—a result which we did all in 
our power to prevent, because we believed his 
public example to be hurtful and demoralizing, 
and his Administration dangerous, by reason of 
its habitual disregard of law. Nevertheless, he 
is again chosen Chief Magistrate of the Ameri- 
can people. It would be fatile now to discuss 
this result. The October elections were 
too heavy a back-load to be borne by a party 
not organized and welded together by long 
acquaintance among its individual members. 
Hence, General Grant's majority is much larger 
than it would have been if all the States had 
voted on the Sth of October. Large as it is, it 
is an apparent rather than a real majority, for 
the people have decided, not that they wanted 
him for President, but that they preferred him 
to ‘his competitor.’ This is the real verdict of 
the election, and it places the Republican party 
on far more slippery ground than it stood 
four years ago to-day. | 

The state of the country and of political par- 
ties now is substantially this : . 

1. Slavery and inequality of political privileges 
founded upon color and servitude are effaced 
obliterated. 

2. The Democratic party, by adopting the Cin- 
cinnati platform, and nominating Greeley and 
Brown, have ceased to maintain a separate na- 
tional existence. An effort will, perhaps, be 
made to revive it under the old flag and party 
name; but it will fail. 3 

8. General Grant having been re-elected Pres- 
ident for the term of four years, it is the duty 
of all good citizens to accord to his Administra- 
tion candid consideration and impartial justice 
in the same measure that they demand these in 
return, The verdict of the American people is 
the decision of the last Court of Appeals until 
the time comes to make a new appeal. Mean- 
while, vituperation on the one hand and vindio- 
tiveness on the other will be equally out of 
place, and will assuredly cost more than they 
dome to. 

4. The issues which divided the Republican 
And Democratic parties in the past having ceas +d 
to exist, it is inevitable that a new division will 
take place, and that to one side or the other of 
this new division will gravitate, sooner or later, 
all the elements of American society. 

6. The Liberal Republican movement begun 
at Cincinnati in the month of May last em- 
bodies principles adapted to the present 
exigencies of the country, and which must pre- 
vail, either by the aid of the regular Republican 
organization or in spite of it. 

6. These principles embrace a restoration of 
friendship between North and South; the deliv- 
erance of the latter from plunder and gpoliation, 
so far as the same are sustained and abetted by 
Federal patronage; Civil Service Reform;

THE BUSINESS MEN'S VIEW OF GREELEY. 
The first thing that occurs to the reflecting 
mind, in reviewing the recent campaign, is that 
the business men of the country took an early 
dislike and almost an alarm at Mr. Greeley's 
candidacy. There were some notable exceptions 
to this rule. The three or four wealthiest men 
in the country were his supporters, and a re- 
apectable body of merchants and bankers in 
every city could be counted among his friends. 
But, with few exceptions, they were against 
him. They feared that his election would pro- 
duce hard times,—that he would do something 
with the currency,—that he would canse some 
precipitate action to be taken regarding specie 
| payments. They fearedachange. Things were 
well enough in 2 dollar-and-cent view, and 
your genuiue bus. ness man does not look deep 
into questions of reform unless the re- 
form programme tallies with the dollar-and- 
cent programme which he has in his mind's eye. 
In this case it did not. So the business classes 
“lay down” on Mr. Greeley at the outset,—lay 
down hard on him,—made little noise about it, 
but said to each other, Grant is bad enough, 
but anything is better for us than Greeley.” No 
reasons were given for their antipathy to Gree- 
ley—reasons are seidom given for à commercial 
scare—there were no reasons, The hard times 
they dreaded have come without any Gree- 
ley in them. They might as well 
have predicted horse-lisease or hog- 
cholera to come in with Greeley. But we are 
now stating facts, and it is an obvious fact that 
the business men of the country generally were 
alarmed at Greeley, and when, in the month of 
July, his election seemed probable, and the Grant 
party got into a real panic, they proceeded to 
“shell out” to prevent it. . 
About the middle of August, the money they 
contributed, in addition to the proceeds of as- 
sesements on office-holders, began to tell. It 
came in a steady stream. The Louisville Con- 
vention was one of its producté. The Pennsyl- 
vania election was another. Hartranft was neces- 
sary to Grant. Grant was necessary to ward 
off hard times and specie payments. The logical 


| sequence was complete, from the business 


men's point of view, and so they kept on shelling 
out until the money market became so in- 
fernally tight that they could pay no more. 
This did not happen till about the October elec- 
tion, and after that time money was not needed.

All this time the silent, heavy influence of the 
business man's talk, his private correspondence, 
his exainpie, his trepidation, went even farther 
than his money to counteract the Liberal move- 
ment. The healthy and high-toned cause 
promnigsted at Cincinnati, and indorsed at Bal- 
timore, was mired in greenbacks before the 
the spectre of specie resumption in Greeley, 
and said, Take any shape but that.“ We have 
conversed with eminent bankers, dealers in for- 
eign exchange, learned professors of the Gold 
Room and the Stock Board, in the endeavor to 
get at the bottom of this dread of specie pay- 
ments, and we have found the argument gener- 
ally to be this: “If yon resume specie pay- 
ments, foreigners will take all your gold away 
from you whenever they have u war, or get in a 
pinch of any kind, and then you will have to 
suspend; you never can have hard times in this 
country on a greenback basis, because there will 
always be a fixed amount of money in [the coun- 
try which foreigners cannot take away from you. 
Don't you know, we have never had hard times 
since the greenbacks were issued?” ‘The
